Conservation Commission “at” its 
August meeting. 

The Commission adopted a pro- 


gram’ to establish “any deer” sea- 


sons in 37 designated areas of the 
state. Under the plan, 55,601 per- 
mits would be issued to.hunters 
to take 22,543 deer of any age. 
either sex, in addition to the reg- 
ular buck kill. 

The: “any deer” seasons in 
northern areas of the state would 
run concurrently with the regu- 
lar November 15-30 deer season. 

The approved regulations now 
are subject to review by the leg- 
islative joint interim committee 
on administrative rules. 

As approved at the Commiss- 
ion’s meeting this month at Hig- 
gins Lake, special seasons in the 
upper peninsula cover 3582 square 
miles — in 12 areas. A total of 
17,033 permits would _be issued to 
harvest about two deer per square 
mile in critical arcas — in add- 
ition to the buck kill. 

The northern lower peninsula, 
meanwhile, would have “any 
deer” seasons in 24 areas covering 
10,086 square miles. Some 36,568 
permits are scheduled to accom- 
plish a bag of 15,347 extra white- 
tails. This bonus harvest would
